To the Taxpayers of Weathersfield: 


Town affairs appear to continue in a satisfactory manner. 
Expenses have been within the tax voted and the town’s out- 
standing bonds and notes further reduced. 


During the year Salmond bridge was rebuilt and two sand 
spreaders have been purchased for use on icy roads. 


The 1932 town meeting voted a drastic cut in the tax rate; 
from $4.25 to $3.00. Comparison of figures for the last year of 
the higher rate with those for the past year reflect the greatly 
improved financial condition of the town despite lower taxes, 
witness:

Occasional overdrafts in the highway department must be 
expected. Expenses are governed almost entirely by weather 
conditions. The plan of having one road commissioner continues 
to work satisfactorily and has proven to be of advantage to the 
taxpayers. 


Poor Department 


Despite earnest efforts of the overseer expenses of this de- 
partment appear to be on the increase due to causes beyond his 
control. Taxpayers may well scrutinize the overseer’s report 
and learn where their money goes. 


Delinquent Taxes 


Our tax collector has succeeded in further reducing the 
amount of past due taxes. 


Taxes on real estate are first lien on property and come 
ahead of mortgages and other claims. For this reason unpaid 
taxes on property are good to the last cent even though collec- 
tions in some cases may be slow. 


On the other hand unpaid poll taxes are entirely different 
and the state tax laws recognize the fact by making such delin- 
quent subject to severe penalties, witness: 


They cannot vote in town meeting. 
They cannot hold town office. 
They are subject to confinement in jail. 


They cannot legally secure auto driver licenses. A hus- 
band is responsible for his wife’s poll tax, and a 
license cannot legally be issued to either until poll 
taxes have been paid. 


When working for the town 20% of their wages may 
be deducted and applied on poll taxes. 


When employed elsewhere in the state their pay is sub- 
ject to a lien of $2 a week and the delinquent must 
pay legal costs of collection. 


State Audit of Town Accounts 


The last session of the Assembly passed a law providing 
that every second year town reports shall carry an article in 
the warning, which, if adopted, would direct the town auditors 
to employ an accountant from the office of the State Auditor of 
Accounts to conduct an audit of town accounts. 


Such audit would include an audit of books and accounts of 
town officers and of such other services as may be required to 
establish the true financial condition of the town. 


The cost of the audit would be borne by the town, and would 
consist of time and expenses of the accountant, stationery, etc. 


The article in question appears in the warning.

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SCHOOL DIRECTORS’ REPORT 


February 1, 1938 
To the Citizens of the Town of Weathersfield: 


The financial condition of your schools is here reported in 
three tables. It is necessary for the reader to bear in mind the 
fact that all reports are for the school year, that is, from July 
1st to July 1st. The town financial year runs from February 1st 
to February 1st and should not be confused with the school year. 
Table A shows what money was actually received and spent 
last year. In Table B in the middle column is an account of what 
has been expended from last July 1st until February 1st of this 
present year. In the right hand column is an estimate of ex- 
penses for the remainder of this school year. In Table C there 
is presented the figures for the proposed budget for the year 
1938-1939. 


During the past year the Perkinsville school underwent a 
major overhauling and is now in first class condition. There is 
little danger of this building losing its “Standard” plate now, 
but it did have a very low rating previous to these repairs. In 
the Marsh school the ceiling which was falling was repaired and 
painted. The Ascutney school was supplied with playground 
equipment and minor improvements made around the building. 
The interior of the Amsden school received a fresh coat of paint 
this last summer. 


This coming year it is hoped that the controversy with the 
State Highway Department may be settled concerning the land 
taken from the Bow school property when the new road was 
laid. We are endeavoring to get the State Highway Department 
to move the building back from the road and place it on a ce- 
ment foundation with a cellar dug, instead of a cash payment. 
We wished to get this job done last summer but have en- 
countered long delays in getting our suggestion approved. Noth- 
ing has been done at the Upham school the past year. It is the 
consensus of opinion that the solution to this problem is in a 
new building. Some action must be taken in the very near future 
as this building is a disgrace to the community. Negotiations are 
under way for the purchase of a spring whereby the Marsh 
school may have running water. Inasmuch as the electric light 
wires are going past this school we hope to install electric lights 
before this school year is over. 
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We have not progressed as rapidly as we hoped on the re- 
pairing program that we outlined in the last town report. We 
have met various delays and discouragements in our desire to 
obtain both state and federal aid. Although we were anxious to 
get things accomplished as soon as possible we feel that it was 
to the best interests of the taxpayers to proceed slowly.

If we take the total amount of expenditures of Table A 
and deduct $1900 for the sinking fund we find that $11,408.70 
was used for running expenses. By dividing this amount by 222 
we find that the average cost per pupil was $51.39. It should be 
noted that the state course of study is in the process of complete 
revision. The social studies program is already definitely out- 
lined. To keep up with modern changes it is necessary to place 
in the hands of the pupils text books that are modern and in 
good condition. 


We recommend a school tax of $1.10 for another year.

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REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


Bushes and grass cut in all cemeteries. All stones righted in 
Sherwin and Greenbush and over fifty stones righted on Plain. 
Three very large and dangerous pines and one decayed maple 
tree were removed from the Plain. This was a very difficult job, 
situated as they were among the headstones and only by the 
help of expert John Connor could it have been done. One tree 
was very poor timber, otherwise the logs would have nearly 
paid the cost of removal. 


Two broken stones in Sherwin yard were mended with iron 
straps. 


The Bow cemetery has been greatly improved and beauti- 
fied, due to the untiring energy of Mrs. Nino Taintor. 


A new fence has been put around the Cooks pond cemetery, 
using steel posts. The old fence had laid flat for several years. 


We strongly recommend the removal of all endowment 
funds from banks and loaned to the town, it being as safe or 
safer, and the town would have the benefit of a lower rate of 
interest than is now paid when borrowing from banks. The 
town if not in need of the funds they could be used to liquidate 
the town debt.

Our ancient records contain many quaint documents.. The 
one quoted herewith indicates that but little ceremony was used 
in old times in ordering undesirable families out of town. 


Cumberland: ! To Jonah Blakeslee, Constable of the town of 
County Weathersfield in State of New York, Greeting: 


in the Name and behalf of the good People cf this town 
you are hereby Required to warn Amos Snow, Lydia 
Snow and Molly Snow to Depart out of this town to the 
Place from whence they last Came or out of this town 
within the term of 14 Days Next Comeing as they will 
avoid being otherwise Dealt with as the law Directs in 
Such Cases and see that you make Due Return of this 
warrant with your Doings therein to the Sub Commit- 
tee of this town at or before the 15th Day of December 
next hereof fail not and for your So Doing this Shall be 
your warrant given under our hands this 29th day of 
‘November 1777 by order of the overseer of the poor and 
Sub Committee of Sd Town

Apparently the Snow family were tories, else the Sub Com- 
mittee would have taken no part in the proceedings. 

Our town was chartered by New Hampshire in 1761, and 
later, in 1772, by New York. Windsor County came into exist- 
ence in 1781 when Cumberland County was divided. 

The chairman, Israel Burllinggame, who signed the order, 
was prominent in early town affairs, holding several offices, and 
was lieutenant in the town’s military company in 1775 and 1776. 
Our fellow townsman, C. D. W. Thrasher, is a descendant of 
Lieutenant Burllinggame. }

The attractive brick building in Ascutney, which houses the 
library, was the gift to Weathersfield by Benjamin F. Blood, 
who was born in West Windsor, November 18, 1822. The larger 
part of his life was spent in Massachusetts. 

The building was presented to the town in memory of Rox- 
alana Proctor, mother of Mr. Blood. She was born in Weathers- 
field on the old Proctor farm. The farm was located on a now 
discontinued road, which ran up the hill from the home of Hiram 
Lawrence. The old farm buildings have long since disappeared. 

- Yhe library was dedicated with appropriate ceremonies on 
June 2, 1903. A branch is maintained in Perkinsville, at the 
home of Neil Pike. | 

The Ascutney building is open from 7 to 9 o’clock Monday 
evenings and 2 to 5 o’clock Friday afternoons. The Perkinsville 
branch is open at reasonable hours every day but Sunday. 
Books may be drawn by all Weathersfield residents entirely free 
of charge. 

The library contains about four thousand volumes. Some 
2659 books were drawn the past year. 

The town contributes $175 yearly to the support of the li- 
brary. 
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
